THE POOR GERMAN, 


In the year 1796, the writer of this article 
accompanied a minister of the gospel, the Rev. 
Mr. G ;in a tour of preaching among the 
mountains of Virginia, ou the head waters of 
James river. ‘The narrow valleys which lay 
between the mountains, were sparsely inhab- 
ited by poor people, a number of whom were 
of German extraction. After passing over 
several of these settlements, and collecting as 
many of the inhabitants as we could for wor- 
ship, and to give them an upportunity of bear- 
ing the gospel, which they did not commonly 
enjoy in those days more than once inthe year, 
we were kindly entertained by a rich farmer, 
a German, who owned a large and beautiful 
tract of low grounds on the bank of James 
river. Here the Rev. Mr. G preached an 
impressive sermon, on Gal. vi. 14. **God for- 
bid that I should glory, save in the cross, &ec.”

jeet, two difficulties were to be overcome: the 
one to obtain a substitute for this poor man to 
labor in the field, the other to provide a horse 
for him to ride, But by application to the 
farmer where we lodged, we secured both ob-| 
jects, and we set off to the place appointed for 
On the way, we had much con- 
versation with this man, who gave us the fol- 
lowing narrative of his experience. 

“TE live,’ said he, “many miles from this 
place, where IT have a wife and several ehil- 
dren. Lam now here, attending to the water- 
ing and preparing a littl bemp, which Mr. 8. 
bas permitted me to cultivate on his rich 
bottom-land; and as soon as ny work is done, 
Timust hasten home, for my wite is alone, and 
all my children are young. About yeurs 
ago a young preacher came into our valley, 
and remained among us for several months, 
preaching part of bis time in our settlement, 
and part in other destitute places, A’ pape r| 
was carried round to see what could be raised 
to pay the preacher for his labors; and it was |

offered to me, and TP put down one dollar. | 


Having thus come under an obligation to aid 
in supporting the yospel, it occurred to me} 
that it was proper for me to go to meeting and 
yet the worth of my money. This was, as fir 
as | can recollect, my only motive for beg its 
ning to attend on the preaching of the gospel.

was burdened with a load of sin, which seemed 
to be intolerable. | could find rest nowhere. 
I was unable to conceal the distress of my 
mind; but every one to whom bmentioned the 
subject, and even my own wile, thought that 
I was going beside myself, or was sinking into 
melancholy. Under this burden of guilt, 1) 
betook myself to reading in my Dutch Bible, | 
for | had learned to read when | was young, | 
but this, instead of relieving me, rather in-| 
creased my distress, for whenever f opened | 
the book, | found something which condemned | 
me. 

** My distress was so great and continued so 
long, that my strength failed, and my flesh 
wasted away, so that Iwas no longer able to 
follow my daily labor; and there was no 
other prospect but that my young family 
would come to want. Many of the neigh- 
bors called to see me; and, as is usual in such 
cases, one preseribed this, and another that; 
ove scolded and another ridiculed, but no one 
of them all seemed to have any just idea of my 
condition. At length, an old lady who lived 
at the distance of fourteen or fifteen miles, and 
was reckoned a very knowing woman, came 
all the way to see me; and upon hearing my 
complaint, she said to me, ‘The remedy for 
your distress is simple. All you have to do, 
to obtain deliverance, is to ‘believe in Christ. 
Believe,’ said she, ‘and you shall be saved.’ 
Upon hearing this, | made an effort to believe; 
but alas! my mind was so blind, and my heart 
so hard and obstinate, that | could not. Al- 
ways, before, I thought I did believe, but now
